COUNCIL LISTS 
TOWN STREETS 
FOR SURFACING 


Eight sections of town streets were 


approved for surface treatment this 
summer by the borough council at 
its May meeting. Monday evening, 
after Councilman Joseph D. Kendle- 
hart. chairman of the highway com- 
m!tt»e, told members it is "out of 
the question for financial reasons 
to surface all of the streets in the 
town that need it." 


Only the'must" streets were listed 


and a $4,300 limit was placed on 
the cost of materials to be used in 
that work. Other streets will be 
kept in order only by patching, it 
was Indicated. No alleys appear on 
the list of borough thoroughfares 
to be surfaced this year. 


Borough Engineer LeRoy H. Wine- 


brenner was directed to go before 
the county commissioners to seek 
county aid from the returned state 
liquid fuel taxes to help meet the 
street building costs. 


Several Months' Work 


Council's "must" list follows:

LABOR CAMPS 


A committee of members of the 


county fruit growers' association, 
meeting with the county farm labor 
officials Monday evening at the court 
house, put themselves on record as 
favoring work camps as the only 
possible way in which to obtain 
sufficient help to harvest the coun- 
ty's fruit crops, and agreed to do 
everything possible to help the 
county emergency farm labor com- 
mittee in securing outside help. 


The growers were in agreement 


that the county's available help 
cannot possibly handle the expected 
large harvest of fruits and a number 
of growers expressed willingness im- 
mediately to decide upon the num- | 
ber of additional helpers they will 
need and what periods they will 
need them for.,.Others stated they 
could not be very definite until later 
in the season on the dates and need 
for helpers. 


The question of what prices will 


be paid the workers was discussed 
generally with most feeling that 
there are too many "intangibles" at 
the present time to set a wage scale. 
Most were of the opinion that "we 
don't want any John L. Lewis 
method of saying just what will be 
paid and what won't" but all agreed 
that a "prevailing wage" allowing 
variations must be decided upon 
soon in order to have something 
definite to offer incoming'laborers.

FLOODS BREAK 


MORE LEVEES 


(By The Associated Press) 


Ripping open another major levee, 


the flooding Mississippi river spread 
today over 51,000 acres behind the 
breached dike at Preston. HI., 'while 
its rampant tributary, the Illinois, 
continued a destructive course be- 
low Beardstown. 


The Preston break was describ- 


ed by the U. S. Army district en- 
gineer's office at St. Louis as "like 
an explosion— the river tore the 
levee clear through from the bot- 
tom up." 


The major break tn the current 


flood, which reached 
its 
highest 


crest in 100 years, the breach at 
Preston will give some temporary 
relief from the 
river's 
pressure 


against 
weakened levees down- 


stream. 


Although the river crested at St. 


Louis Sunday, the slowly receding 
waters were still threatening levees 
upstream in the Choteau, Nameoka 
and Venice districts on the Illinois 
side. 


The Meredosia levee on the Il- 


linois river below Beardstown was 
listed as critical by the engineers. 
The Coast Guard cutter Oleander 
and eight smaller boats were dis- 
patched to the area for evacuation 
work.

Pre- Invasion 
Air Assault In 
Eighteenth Day 


By GLADWIN HILL 


London, May 2 (AP)—American Liberators bombed 


German installations in northern France at midday today 
carrying the great pre-invasion air offensive into its 18th 
consecutive day after 1,000 or more heavy bombers assault- 
id enemy targets by night in France. Belgium, Italy and 
Germany. 


Up to 750 heavy British and Canadian bombers flew from 


England through a cloudless night against German aircraft, 
chemical, auto and explosive factories and against the rail 
argets on which the enemy must depend to meet invasion, 
;he British air ministry announced. The others rose from 
Italian bases. 


About 500 American planes were estimated authoritative- 


y to have made today's attack, half of them Liberators and 
half Thunderbolt and Mustang fighters. 


Repeated Crossings Of Channel 


Formations of Allied 
medium bombers and fighters 


crossed and recrossed the channel skies in the early after- 
noon, after the Liberators had returned from their mission. 


The Liberators encountered no German fighters and an 


unusually small amount of flak. 


"It was one of the best missions of the 13 I've been on," 


commented'L,t. John Nortridge, Freeport, 111., a pilot, "when 
you looked out, you saw fighter cover everywhere. There was 
no flak anywhere against our group." 


A communique identified the Liberators' target as the Pas- 


de-Calais area and said all planes returned. 


Thunderbolt fighter-bombers, escorted by Thunderbolt 


fighters attacked rail yards at Tergnier and Lemans deep in 
France while the Liberators were striking French soil closest 
to Gen. Dwight Eisenhower's invasion .masses. 


Lemans Is Important Junction 


Lemans is one of the most important junctions in west- 


ern France, a funnel for traffic between Paris and big west- 
ern ports such as St. Nazaire and Brest. 


The fighter-bombers' sweep raised to 21 the number of 


railroad objectives attacked in the last 24 hours, nearly as- 
many as were hit all last week. 


These operations, probably the most fai'-flung although 


not the heaviest conducted by the RAF, came while Allied 


- and medium bombers in the Mediterranean theater 
a four-ply blow at key German-held "cities in Italy. 


They also followed attacks by Britain-based daylight raid- 
ers, of which 2,000 were American, which chewed up 17, 
rail junctions through which supplies and men move to 
Hitler's Atlantic wall. 


Complete 4,000 Sorties 


The night attacks capped 17 straight days of uninterrupt- 


ed large scale raids on the Germans' Europeon fortress from 
both Britain and Italy. 


The operational record from Britain yesterday was around 


4,000 sorties (individual plane flights) while Allied planes 
based in Italy added 1,300 more sorties'to the pre-invasion 
aerial crescendo. Ten planes from the RAF British-based 
sky fleet failed to return, while two Allied aircraft were re- 
ported missing from all daylight and night operations yes- 
terday in the Italian theater. Two enemy planes were de- 
stroyed in the Italian theater.

Mrs. Stierly saw them for the 


first time yesterday. Their crib was 
wheeled into her room. Their bodies, 
joined together at i:ie pelvis, were 
hidden from her by a sheet. She saw 
only the heads. 


"Mrs. Stierly's condition is good, 


but she is considerably depressed," 
said Dr. J. Elmer Gotwals, chief of 
staff at the hospital. 


Smaller May Take Sister 


"The girls are sinking. Their tem- 


perature is higher today, and their 
pulse rate is too fast. There is no 
hope." 


Every six hours, nurses feed the 


girls a condensed milk formula. The 
larger child is fed by bottle 
the 


smaller by medicine dropper. 


It is the smaller who is expected 


to take her sister with her in 
death. Her head is about two-thirds 
as large as her sister's, her vitality 
is low. and her circulatory system 
is bad. 


The girls have a single alimentary 


tract and cannot be separated by 
surgery. When one dies. Dr. Got- 
wals says, the other will soon fol- 
low.
